In the regions of Western Kansas, 


where then is liable to be a lack of rain- 
fall in any season, and when corn espec- 
ially' must have plenty of moisture to 
produce a crop in paying quantities, a 
grain that will not merely be a Bucceda- 
nenm, bat will absolutely take the place 
of corn, has been experimented with 
during the past three seasons, and it is 
believed to be demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that it will add very much to the 
value of western lands. 
' This grain is called here Egyptian, or 
rice com, and, so' far as known, has not 
been cultivated in any other part of the 
United States, The seed wa» obtained 
from the display made by the Egyptian 
government at the Centennial Exposi- 
tion. The name is derived from the re- 
semblance of the grain to rice, and, so 
far as it has been experimented with, 
has proved a success, both in wet and 
dry Masons. While growing, this crop 
tan hardly be distinguiahed from sor- 
ghum; 'the seed forms at the top of the 
stalk in large bunches, and, as it ripens 
and gets heavier, bends over and hangs 
down, not unlike a cluster of grapes. 
It belongs to the sugar cane family 


and ia cultivated in the same manner 
and as easily as sorghum or broom corn. 
One bushel of the seed is sufficient for 
five acres, and it has been put in here 
with, a wheat drill. In harvesting, the 
hea**tpuly are gathered, and a good 
threshing machine will clean, ready for 
market two thousand bushels a day. 
The specimens raised this year weigh six- 
ty pounds to the bushel. The yield per 
acre the first year was from sixty to sev- 
enty-fire bushels. 
The second season, 


which was a very dry one, the yield was 
forty to forty-five bushels per acre. 


Ho scientific analysis has been made 


of this new grain as yet; indeed, it is 
scarcely known, except in two or three 
counties in western Kansas, where it has 
been grown-by several farmers who de- 
nied to find some grain that would serve 
in the place of com as a food for stock. 
The trial by these men has satisfied them 
that for horses, cattle, sheep, or swine it 
is superior to maize, and farm animals to 
which is is fed give it the preference to 
com when both are laid before them. 
When ground into meal the rice corn is 
about equal to a mixture one-third wheat 
flour and two-thirds corn meal. 


The ralne of this new grain to the peo- 


ple of western Kansas can hardly he esti- 
mated when considered as a sure yield 
in any season, and it will enable the 
stock raiser to fatten his herds at home 
instead of shipping them east, as has 
heretofore been mostly the custom for 
fattening. The vast plains in the west- 
ern portion of this state, so celebrated as 
grazing grounds by reason of the bufialo 
grass with which they are covered, and 
its excellent climate, will be doubly val- 
uable if further experiment confirms the 
value of this hitherto unknown grain. 


Edncational Strife. 


(Toledo Blade.] 


Perhaps there is nothing that shows 


the change and march of ideas in the 
social and political world more than the 
strife over the schools. Years ago they 
were looted upon as good things,—as 
necessities if men would be intelligent 
and cultured. 


Education gave its possessor a certain 


power which he could gain in no other 
way. 
But it-_%as not considered the 


groundwork of^nation'i prosperity. 
The schools were not regarded as the 
key-stone of a country's power,—the one 
thing that would render a Government 
stable and give it a lasting security. 


Times have changed. The years have 


brought an almost universal desire for 
self-government, a desire that grows 
stronger with the spread of knowledge. 
They have brought the conviction that 
to govern well, the masses must be edu- 
cated, for men's passions only become 
dangerous when controlled by ignorance. 
Ana the conviction deepens every decade 
that passe*, that their education must be 
broad and libeiil, that which will make 
every human being detirc freedom of 
thought and action, and render him wil- 
ling that his fellows shall be blessed in 
the same degree. 


To do this it is necessary to exclude 


everything which shall have a tendency 
to bias and contract the mind in its for- 
mative period. Defended as the State 
must be by the right opinions of its peo- 
ple, the schools must be so founded and 
controlled as to produce the broadest 
intelligence in the children, so soon to 
become citizens. 


Thus has arisen the educational strug- 


gle now going on all over the civilized 
world. The contest is in various stages 
of development in different countries. 
Headers are familiar with its phases in 
the Old World where the fight is going 
on between the Church which would 
bind and control, and the State .that 
would make free. In France progress is 
slow, and the blows dealt uncertain, but 
growing stronger. 


Italy has broken many of her fetters, 


but is still hampered and restrained. In 
Belgium the priest can no longer con- 
trol primary education. The State is the 
victor. The •Church may establish par- 
ish schools, but its power in those sap- 
ported by the public is gone. 


Germany holds education entirely in 


the hands of the'State, and makes it 
compulsory at public expense. Austria 
has taken the control from all religious 
orders, but has yet to make a great ad- 
vance in order to bring her people to an 
equality with her German neighbor in 
advancement. ' 


So the work goes on. The late dis- 


putes in New England brings the ques- 
tion up in this country as to how far citi- 
zens can be controlled by a Church with- 
out 
interference of State, authority, 


which must be paramount in everything. 
It is likely that popular sentiment wu) 
largely decide the matter without legisla- 
tive interference.

TEXJSTEE'S ELECTION. ' 


The election for township trustees 


will be held Abe eecond Saturday of 
April (except in Austin, Illiui, and 
Hickory Point townships, which elect 
at the regular town meeting.) With 
the exception of the three townships 
named there is a very small poll, or 
has been in the past, at least. Usually 
from five to fourteen votes are cast 
for an office which is not the least im- 
portant one in the township. The 
duties of trustees are too numerous to 
mention in the place, but suffice it to 
say that they are very important to 
schools and the accommodation of the 
residents of the several districts. We 
are preparing a table showing the 
amounts of moneys handled in the 
several townships, by the trustees, fo 
publication in the papers of this 
county next week. Persons interests 
should procure a copy of the schoo 
law to be had without money and 
.without price, and investigate the 
duties of school trustees. Good men 
are usually selected to fill this office, 
but 
these officers 
uniformly 
tell 


us that they would feel better satisfied 
if there was a good poll of votes en- 
dorsing their selection instead of only 
six or seven from a registry list of 
two or three hundred. Let there be a 
good attendance this year and select 
the very best business men from each 
township.
